T u x D iv o r c e C ask.— T h e Forrest di­ 
vorce case in the Pennsylvania Legislature 
ha* created considerable excitement, aud 
the hill was filially lost iii tile Senate by 
majority o f only two. 
In the course of the 
debate reference was made to money, feast 
mg, personal exertions, “ boring,” (which 
is our lobby m g,) and many similar personal 
efforts said to have been 
made to sustain 
the application, while the wife had no one 
to plead her cause. 
It is thi* rank injus­ 
tice which should ever prevent a Legisla­ 
ture granting a divorce at all. 
N o law lur 
such a purpose can pass on the merits cl 
the case, for the testimony before the house 
can never he subjected to a cross exami­ 
nation of searching a* in a court of justice.

It is hi* duty and hi* interest, 
therefore, to bring the suit iii a court of
